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FOREWORD 

This compilation has brought together the notes made 
during investigations which have extended over the years 
between 1880 and 1924, In 188¢ I published a pamphlet 
entitled "an Account of Gilbert Allen, of Morristown, led.. 
and some of his Descendants." . That unpretentious vol- 
ume contained the information which was then available to 
me, The suppositions made as to the ancestry of Gilbert 
Allen as published in that volume were merely suppositions, 
They may now be disregarded, 2001974 

"he sources of information from which this compilation 
is made are many. I have intended to indicate the sources 
of the most important statements. I heave searched the vol- 
umes in the Library of Congress at Washington, the library 
of the State Historical Society in Newark, the library of 
the State Wistorical Society of iew York, the librery of 
the Genealogical Society of New York, the library of the 
New England Wistorical and Ceneslogical Society, as well 
as that of the Massachusetts Wietoricel Society. I 
have fone throuch the old records division of the Sutfol« 
County Court House and the Archives Division of the con- 
monwealth of Massechusetts,and meny other sources. 

Me records of the Society of Friends of Sendwich, 
Mass., with those of many other meetings, are to be found 
in the keeping of the Moses Brown gchool in Frovidence. 
These have been examined, ‘he vital statistics of the 
town of Dartmouth, Mass., are at this date unpublished, 


but ere in the keepine of the lew England Historical and 


Genealogical Society. 
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There has also been a zreat deal of correspondence 
with many persons. To all who have helped make it possi- 
ble to gather such data as I have been able to collate 
af wish to express my appreciation. 

It ig a cause of regret that so many heads of fami- 
lies are not followed by details of their children. I 
have thought it well to include them in this compilation, 
hoping that those who shall be interested in making the 
volume more complete, will add such facts as they possess. 

Particularly do I wish to speak of the information 
concerning the early families on the Cape which is to be 
found. in the Leonard Papers in the Public Library at New 
Bedford. There is a wealth of information there in un- 
published but quite accessible form which will prove a mine 
of data to the inquiring genealogist. 

When one considers the circumstances under which the 
early colonists lived, the limitations under which they 
labored, the stirrings of conscience which caused them to 
take positions upon religious subjects which permitted 
nothing but hardships and persecutions to follow in their 
train, one must honor his forbears. That it has seemed 
good to me to place upon paper, even in this transitory 
form, guch of the incidents in the lives of thege people 
as can now be gathered, is simple but Sincere appreciation 


which I could not refrain from expressing.

To thet unnumbered throng of Allens who claim 
Ralph Allen Senior as their ancestor, the picturesaue 
town of sandwich, in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
possesses a peculisr charm. Situated on Massachusetts 
Bay, nearly midway between Boston and Provincatown, 


Sandwich is at the beginnings of Cape Cod. A line 


drawn from Sandwich to Bugzara's Baywould mari the bound- 


ary between the mainland and "the Care". 

| The irresistable flow of ice during those centur- 
a when glaciers plowed their unopposed passaze over 
diet is now the coast of New England, left hills and 
hollows, ponds end plains. Of these Sandwich has its 
full share, and they add to its beauty. The town rests 
peacefully in the valleys,, its roadways winding between 
and around the hills, upon the oasy gradients found hy 
the early settlers. In front of the town, like en im- 
mense ereen carpet, lies the salt marsh which keeps the 
waters of the bay eat a respectful distance, and, as en 
added barrier to the sea, the Town Neck, Se orton Neck 


and ‘usett Neck stretch, in endless variety of contour, 


alons the shore line. 
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It is as though this fair land was an important 


part of nature's domain, and must be doubly guarded. 





Phese naturel -contours remain as thay were in 
1637, when the "tenn men of Saugust", led by Hdmond 
Yreeman, were given liberty by the Court of Assistents 
at Plymouth, "to view a place to sit down & have suf- 
“Piciant lands for three score famylies". 
| he first settlers of Sandwiclwere men who had, but 
le short time previously, left their English homes end settled 
in Massachusetts. The causes of their removal from Soucus, 
(Lynn), to Sendwich are not clear. The opinion has been 
lexpressed by some students that the strictness of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony in matters connected with re- 

Ba etons worship was responsible for the search in Ply- 
mouth Colony for a new home by those whose tendencies were 
more liberal. 

The movements of people are actuated by economic and 
social factors to such an extent that it is wise to take 
them into account. It is well therefore to realize the 
influences which the Antinomieans and the Ana-Baptists hed 
upon the religious thought of that period. It may account 
For the mirration of the Lynn people to Sandwich. it 
certainly does account for important religious develop- 
ments which came sharply to the front within twenty yeers 


after Sandwich was settled. The reception given to the 
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Queker missionaries who visited Sandwich in 1657 was due 
endireiy to a certain independence of action and openness 
of mind which had obtained because of previous religious 
experiences. 

The persistence with which the early Sandwich converts 
to Quakerism clung to their newer faith, in spite of unbe- 
lieveable persecution by the Plymouth colonial authori- 
ties, contributed much in bringing about the separation 
of church organization and political government in the two 
colonies in Massachusetts. 
| The steadfastness with which the Sandwich Quakers held 
40 their liberties as they saw them, has caused the delightful 
town to be center of interest, not only to Friends, but to 
all others who seek to attain freedom of conscience for 
themselves and desire to accord it to others. 
| Among those Priends in Sandwich who, all unconscious 
ly, were strivine to secure religious liberty for all the 
dneliers in Masgachugetts,none were more steadfast under per- 
secution then the Allens. Nor has eny family contributed 
any more generously, perhaps, in giving a large and loyal 
group of adherents to the society of Priends. 

| It is true thet the Sandwich Allens and their misra- 
tory descendants were of much the some stuff ag other Mass- 
achusetts colonists, They were, es & group, not much if 
any better than their fellows. They were certainly not 


worse in their behevior,. Hence it is not because of any 
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claim to fame or honor which has caused the compiler of 
these 811 too scahty memorabilia to pether the information 
now available concerning their lives and put it into a 
volume, for the benefit of those who are to follow. 

Rather was this work, undertaken nearly half a cent- 
ary ero, and continued as opportunity permitted until now, 
because: these sandwich people were my people: without a 
knoweldge of them my background was lackine. As one of 
many thousands who,after many years of American life, 
claims descent from the Sandwich Allens, the writer re- 


alizes thet others are likewise interested, and will be 


glad to have the story of their ancestors, If the telling of 


the tale inspires others to live lives of wreater satisfac-

CHAPTER TWO, 
A Lost Family Bible, 


An old family Bible, descending from generation to 





generation, gives authentic information concerning Rolph 
inven Senior. The Bible was undoubtedly originally own- 
ed by Jedediah Alien, the son of Ralph. 

The identifying entry, possibly written by Jedediah 
himself, reads: , 

: "Jedediah Allen the son of Relph Allen (& Easter 
his wife) was born the third dey of January one thousand 
six hundred forty six (1646) and was 58 years olde ye 3 

day of ye 11 month (1704)." 
| Other identifyine entries, undoubtedly made by Jede- 
(fan himself, read: 
| "My father Ralph Allen deceased ye 26 of ye Mer 
“Jane Swift (my grandmother deceascd ye 26 day __ 
"Expeariance Allen (my sister) deccased 10 day 
The leaf containing these entries was torn and the 
important information as to the date of Ralhip (len's death 
has been lost. Inasmuch as the dete of Ralph Allen's 
death was probebly previous to that of Jane Swift, as may 
Te inferred from the fact that it was entered before the 
entry of her death wes made, it may be presumed that 
Ralph Allen passed away before March ©. 1665, as the will 


of Jane Swift,(Plymouth Records, Vol.II, vart II) was 
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dated the 12th dey of the 8th month,1662, and was presented 
at the Court in Plymouth the 3rd of March, 1663. 
Phese entries, and others relating to later Allens, 


were published in the New Englend Historical and Genealovical 





Repiater, Vol. skV, Ho. 8, April,1871, pages 144-146, in 
connection with a brief genealogical record of"Ralph Alien 
of Newnort,R1., and some of his descendants who settled 
New Jersey,” by Clifford Stanley Sims. 
fhe Lirst Be toner in Mr. Sim's article reads: 
"Ralph Allen (1), Newport,1659, Rehoboth,1645; being 

@ ueker he was imprisoned in 1659 in Boston, but waa lib- 
erated by order of Charlies II; M. Easter Swift." 

| in 1885 Mr. Sims wrote me that the information con- 
tained in thet article was gathered from the femily bible 
in 1861-2, the extracts having been obtained from some one 
of the Allens, whose mame he head forrzotten, in Salem,l.d. 

| As Mr. Sims' information placed Ralph Allen in New- 
port and Rehoboth, anid came from members of the family who 
evidently believed they were in possession of facts, we 
may assume it to be correct. Phe stetement ellows us to 
determine the locetion of Ralph Allen's other residences 
in flew Kneland. Reference to these will be mede in an- 
ies place. 

| Another correspondent of mine, Rev. William White Hence, 
a descendant of the Allens, was ereatly interested in Mr. 


Sims' story, and endeavored to find the Bible.

Ye had defended Mra, 

Anne Hutchinson in her persecution by the coloniel authorities, 
and was one of some two hundred persons who were either ex- 
ilea or leid under the ban in the effort to stamp out Anti- 


nomianism, 


he Before the sentence of banishment vas pronounced arains 
Mrs. Hutchinson, gome of her supporters sought a new home out- 
side the colony, There were 58 chureh members who had been 
ordered in Nov. 1657 to disarm, the court fearing an outbreak 
of violence by Mrs. Hutchinson'a followerea. ‘Mr. John Clark, 
one of the 58, led others to Rhode Island, where at Provi- 
deuce they met Roger Williams. He advised them to settle at 
Aquidueck. Heving arranged to do this, they returned to Bos- 
aan ani on Mareh 7,1638, two weeks before the ex-comnunication 
of Wirg. Hutchin:on, a civil compact was signed by 18 persons, 
all but two of whom were emonz those who had been disormed.

| It is interesting to note thet the cause of this infrac- 
tion of the law of tho colony sas the release of ea servent before 
the expiration of his time, as this indicates that Ralph Allen Sr. 
des aven then marriod and had an establishment pretentious enourh 
to warrant the keeping of e servent. TI mention this in order , 
that it may be borne in mind when we come to record the marriare 
of Ralph Allen Sr. to Esther Swift. I am convinced that there 
was a previous marriace, and that there were children by that 
marriage, ani reference to this conclusion will ageéin be made. 
| In the "Historicel Sketch of Weymouth" by Gilbert Lash, 
there is published a compilation made, it is believed, by kev. 
Samuel Vewmen between 1642 end 1644, giving the lends owned by 
various persons. Qn pare 261 the following is given as a 
description of the land owned by Ralph Allen,sr. 
| "The land of Ralph Allin. 

"Byenty acres ffirst granted to George Allin lying in the 
Basterneck and three acres meddow adioyining to it bounded on the 
Hast with the land of Richard Bowin on the west with the sea 
on the north with the lend of Edward Poole on the south with 
the sea, 
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ed on the east with the highwaie on the west wihb his owne marsh 
‘on the north with the highwoie on the south with the sea. 

| "fower acres thet was first granted to Thomas Rider bounded 
a the east with the land of Joseph Shaw on the west with the 
nena of mr Glouer on the north and south with the sea. 

| "yo acres of salt marsh first granted to Georze Allin 
pounded on the east with the marsh of Robert Martin on the west 
to the sea on the north to the marsh of mr. Parker on the south 
to the marsh of Richard Addams". 

As this list is thought to have been made at least five 
years after Ralph Allen Jr. is recorded as a member of the 
church in Sandwich, the conclusion is inevitably drawn that 
these lands were owned by Ralph Allen Sr. 
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| CHAPTER VI. 

| Ralph Allen Sr. removes to Rehoboth, 

| On Oct. 24,1645, there was a meetingin Yeymouth or the 

' planters of Seacunk, the allottment of lands was agreed upon, 

and it was decided that the planters must remove themselves and 74 
femilies to the new home that was to be,within one year, 

‘his was the colony formed by Rev. Samuel Nevmen, who had 
been preaching at Veymouth, and who, with his friends, had de- 
cided to found a new home. The name of the colony wes soon 
changed to Rehoboth, a name which the locality still bears. 

| In 1643 a joint agreement waa made by the inhebitants of 
"Seaconk alias Rehoboth" by which the values of their estetes- 
were reported es a basis for dividins the land sranted them 
by the Court et Plymouth. In thig list Ralph Allen Sr., 8p-~ 
pears with e valuetion of B7@ \bs., snd a John Allen, who was 
also a landholder et Veymouth,had a valuation of 156 lbs. 

| The possession of an estete of that magnitude, measured 
in the purchasing power of the pound sterling at thet time, 
stamps Ralph Allen Sr. es a man of substance, and indicates 
also that he was the head of a household. This is mentione® 
in connection with the conclusion heretofore referred to. that 
he was then merried. 

On June 31,1644 lots were drawa for a division of the woodland 
between the plain end the town, Ralph Allen Sr. drew lot number 
five. i 

On a date nearly gienificant, namely July 3,1644, the in- 


ebttants signed © compact egreeing to institute ea court of nine 
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persons who should govern them, and Relph Allen Sr., was one of 
the signers, 

Por about a year the people of Rehoboth seom to have 
been a self-governing community, but in 1645 they submitted 
themselves to the jurisdiction of the Plymouth General Court, 
and the town was incorporated. 

| About this time o list of proprietors of land was drawn up 
and Ralph Allen Sr. appears on the list. 

| “As the inhebitants became more settled end brought their 
first allotment of lands under cultivetion, other land was 
allotted to them, ani on June 2,1645, when lots were drawn 

in the division of the “great plain" Ralph Allen Sr. drew lot

in Cheapside, in the eity of London, in tha steeple of which

| On Dee.8,1648 the vital resord of can enibee se the birth 
of Hester Allen, It does not there state thet she was the 
daughter of Ralph Allen Sr. or of Ralph Allen Jdr., but the 
inference ig possible thet she was the doughter of Relph Sr. and 
Esther, and that her name was given in honor of ths first wife. 
Tt is also poscible to essume thet the acme Hester was 
best wed upon the child in honor of sther, her mother. 
These supoositions are ohly eet down to assist in the finel 
solution of the problems which secompeny the attempt to account 
for all the facts we would like to know about our ancestors. 
: As to the quection if there were any children by the 
first wife, should it be allowed that there was e@ previous 
MAaArrLace. In the early records of the suverior Court of 
Suffolk County,ess.,there is an affidavit dated July sO, 
1678, in which Henry Alleine, of Henry Alleine and Co., of 
Boston, merchants, as administrator of his brother Josias, 
deceased (April 14,1679) diseherves in full satisfaction 
fo: g gervant,John Vaters, which ‘illiem Tomliag bought of Josiah 
Allen.

I now advance 
the belie? that Ralph Allen, Sr., ( of Newport, 1638; Weymouth, 
1640-1; Rehoboth, 1643; and finslly Sandwich, 1645 ), thé hus- 


bend of tisther Swift, had been married before. I also believe 


| that he hai at least fomr children by his first wife. 


The evidence upon which I base the statement that he had 
been married before he married Esther Swift is in part an entty 
in the records of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, by the Court 
of which, in 1639, he was Bined, on June 4 of that year, for eal- 
Owing an indentured servant to depart before the time of the 
indenture had been completed. The case was broucht before the 
Court With other cases originetine in \Veymouth. This seems to 
prove thet Ralph Allen lived in !eymouth, and had sn ostablish- 
ment there pretentious enough to keep « servant. This would 
not have been the cease if he had been a younz, ummerried man.

My ettention was first drawn to the probability that Ralph,

child of Ralph Allen. This statement I had never seen before, nor 
can I tell who Ilirs. Ranson is, nor do I know her authority. Later 
I mill present other evidence which seems to bear her out in the

| In 1638 Ralph Allen, George Allen and Samuel Allen were enter- 
Bal on the roll of inhabitants of Newport, ( Colonial Records of 
Rhode Island.) It has been presumed by some that the Georve Allen 
so referred to was the Georee who settled in Veyuouth in 1635, was 
at Lynn, 1656, and joined Freeman and other men of Saugus in sett- 
iene Sandwich in 1657, It hes been supnosed thet Ralph Allen and 
Semuel were his sons. 

_ hat this impression is incorrect should be proven by the 
pubes in Sandwich in 8657 of George Allen,Sr., and his son Ralph. 
It has been positively stated that Samuel Allen, of Braintree,1640, 
wag the son of George Allen of Sandwich. It is true that Georve 
Allen of Sandwich had a son vamuel, who in 1656 joined with his 
brother Henry in deeding to their brother George, the Sandwich home- 
steea received by tiem under their father's will. The deed recites 
that H nry and Samuel were of Boston, and to it Semuel affixed his. 
mark, being unable to write his name. The Samuel Allen who lived 
in Braintree could write, for his will bears his name. 

I am convéncea that George Allen, of Newport,1638, was a son 
of Ralph Allen, who was also there at thet time. I essume that 
the Samuel who was with them was alse a son of Ralph, and that he 


later settled in Praintree, which was the town edjoining Weymouth. 
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| LANDS OWNED BY RALPH ALLEN, IN SANDWICH,MASS. 

Peottiowine is a copy of the descriptions of various pieces 

of land owned by Ralph Allen,Sr., in Sandwich, Mass., made from 

a transcript of the Original book of Land Titles kept in the 

office of the Town Clerk of the town. The record covers the years 
1658-1670. As none of the entries bear specific dates it is not 
possible to tell the dates uponwhich the land was ecquired or dis- 
posed of. There is no map , It may be assumed that the descriptions 
of all the lands in the Town were originally made as they were rela- 
ted to adjacent properties.

Ralph Allen Sr. was by far the most notable member of 





the early generations of Alleng on American soil. Tis 


stedfeatness to the religious principles ineuhested in his

Ly youth, tozether with the unwavering adherence which he showed 
4 o those acquired later in life, caused him to be prosecuted and 
even persecuted by the authorities of Flymouth Colony. it 
i for us to remember that the firmmese displeyed by Ralph 

| Allen sre, end others like him in undergoing those persecutions, 
vis responsible foc the cessation of intoler:nce in religious 
Petters and the religious freedom which followed. Vassechu- 
eae was Sinelly enencipeted from thet joint religious and 
political control which had characterized the colonies of 
| | Plymouth and Vasgechusétts Bey in their oarlier yerrs. This 
“emancipation came about throug *h the persecution by the political 
and religious authorities of those who, like Ralph Allen 5Sr., 
would not follow them implicitly in their views. An outraced 
public opinion no longer peuaheen We euthorities in the meesgures 
they adopted to stamp out what they considered to be heresy. 

It was not quickly accompliched. It required the banishment 

of the Antinomians from Messachuseits Bay Colony, the perse- 
cutions of the Zuakers in both colonies, and the action taken 

to Suppress witchcraft, to bring ebout religious tolerance 

in the Gomudnnea lth.

in Kagland,. Ag it is quite probable that Ralph Allen Sr. and 
Georze Allen were necrly related, one is not surprised to find 
Ralph actuated by the same influence. The Ana-Baptists be- 
lieved that infant beptism hes no warrant in Seripture and was 
not efficacious; that the church wes acide et of the saints, 
thét is of those who were true Christians and who had been | 


baptized upon confession of their faith; that there should 


be no union of church and state, and no interference by the 


civil power in ecclesiastical affeirs. 
| The first minister to the new church in Sandwich wae hev. 
William Leverich, who evidently came with the original settlers, 
Georre Allen and his son Ralph Jr. were members of the church 
when it was established in 1637-9, and into the church went 

Ralph Allen Sr, when he married and removed from Rehoboth 

into the town. There were teachings by the minister which 

the Allens could not accept. Mr. Leverich was charged with 
having introdaced some novelties in celebrating the tucharist, 

and Rev. Benjamin Fessenden, the third minister to the church, 

in a letter to Rev. Thomas Prince, stetes that Mr. Leverich became 

"involved in trouble in Sandwich" by the utterance of views on 
infant beptism disapproved by some of his hearers. 


Because the Allens could not accept the teachines of the 


minister they withdrew from the church. 


To meet this Situation the General Court at Plymouth 
passed an order on June 6,1651, requirine attendance at church 
service on the lord's Day. 


It may be inferred thet Zalph Allen Sr was the most 
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25 
prominent of those who declined to sttend service, for at e Court of 


Assistants held at Llymouth Aue. 4,1651, this order is cecorded: 


"A warrent directed to require Ralph Allin,Seni.,personally 


to appeer, to answare vnto such misdemeanors as whereof hee 





is accused", | 
| “he Court consisted of William Bradford, Governor, William 
Collyer, Capt. Miles Standish and John Alden, 

| Ralph Allen, our Ralph Allen, is in this order referred to 
as senior. In what I have heretofore written I have called him 
Relph Allen Gr. in order to differentiate him from tiat other 
| Relph, the gon of Georce Allen, who from this date is referred 
to in Sendwich records ag Jr. But this is the first time the 
officiel records so denote him. 

| Shere was no attempt by Relph Allen Sr. to dodge the 
order of the Court. When the Court met October 7, 1651, the 
official records tells the story of the misdemeanors of which 
he was secused, It reads: 

"At this Court Relph Allin,Seni., of Sandwidg, and Richard 
Kerboy were Summoned to answare for their deriding, vild speeches 
of and concerning God's word and ordinences: they are bound 
over to the next General Court to make their appeerance, and 
in the meantime to be of good behavior towards all manor of 
psons and not to depart the seid court without lyeence ac~ 
cordincly,as followeth: -

tel order made the 6th of June,1651". 

| The Georze Allen and William Allen referred to in this 
presentment were two of the sons of Georee Allen,Sr., who had 

+ aiea in 1648, William had Hees Priscilla Brown, the daughp 

ter of Peter Brown, the pilin, an old associate of the members of 
the court. It is not vossible to gay thet this fect was re- 
sponsible for William Allen's wife not being heled before the 


Court, but it may have had something to do with her absence 





from the presentment. 

: then the next term of the Court came to hand on March @, 
1651/e"Ralph Allen,or end Richard Kerby, for speaking vild 
end deriding speeches against Cod's words and ordinances, 
were fined fiue pounds apeece, to be paid betwixt and June 
Court next, or if not, then to suffer bodily punishment by 
whipine™. 

But the Court covld not oure the trend of Ralph Allen's 
mind by a fine nor by the threat of whipping. He evidently 
continued to remein away from the service of a ohurch at 

which the minister preached a doctrine which Ralph could not 


accept. For in two years he is found again before the 
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Court upon the same charge. The record recites that on Merch 6, 
1654/5, Ralph Allen Sr. appeared at the Court at Plymouth, hav- 
ing been summoned for neglecting" the publict,of oa", In his 
defense Ralph Allen affirmed that he knew no public, visible 
worship of God in the world, and the Court did not pass judp- 
Bit in the case, but held it over for further consideration, 
Evidently the liberal ideas of e number of his followers, 
iba no doubt. by Ralph Allen,Sr., made it undesirable for the 
minister to remain, and we are not surprised to find that about 


1653 Mir. Leverich gave up his pastorate and we find no more 


proceedings asainst our ancestor arising from differing concepts 


dn religious petliefs. From the correspondence of Rev. Benjamin 


Pessenden, quoted by Mr. Freeman but which I have not succeeded 
in finding, Mr. Leverich considered Ralph Allen,Sr, his implac- 
able enemy. At this distance, with a modern thought upon 
leah Subjects, and knowing the sweetness of Ralph Allen's 
thought, we could not so consider him. At any rate we are 
able to see that his position was taken oe strictly doctin- 
al grounds and not because he was irreligious, for with the 
ore of Mr, Leverich from the pastorate the Allens return- 
to the church. On May 29,1655, we find them subscribing to 
the cost of a new meoting house, the subscription of Ralph sr. 
being g 5:20:00. 

The tendency to Haase thinking was not stemmed, and 


the General Court et Ylymouth endeevored to check it by more 


~ legislation, It is probable that the members of the gov- 


ernment believed thet legislation would stop the defections 
‘from the church, and in 1656 it enscted that “vilifying 
eny church ordinance be punished by a fine of Live shillings, 


profaning the Lord's day by ea like fine or public whipping". 
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| ‘CHAPTER IX. 
‘Relph Allen Sr. becomes a Quaker. 


The liberal views which led Ralph Allen Sr, end his like- 





minded friends to withdrew from the Sandwich church, and which 
ineurred the. displeasure of the General Court at Plymouth, had 
the inevitable effect of preparing those liberal thinkers for the 
teachings of the cuakers whose missionaries visited ge 
chusetts colonies in their zeal to spread the teachings of the 
newly-established Society of Friends. 
| The invegion of the colonies of Massachusetts Bay and 
Prmaren by the intrepid and fearless Quajer missionaries, 
forms a chapter which thrills the reader of early colonial 
history. In the annals of Christianity no more severe measures 
ere recorded as having been adopted by those who tried to 
che ok what were considered as unorthodox teachings, than were 
employed by the puritans in Boston and Plymouth against the 
Quakers. 
| It wes eorly in Mey,1656, that Mary Pisher and Anne Austin, 
$70 Knelish ledies who had become cuakers, arrived at Boston 
Prom the Barbadoes, Upon learning of the arrival of the 
ship bringing the.e two pioneer missionaries of the religious 
teaching which was then spreading so rapidly, Bellinghem, uc- 
tine as deputy governor in the absence of the Governor, took 
drastic action. fle ordered the two women to be detained 
pen the ship, their trunks searched, and any books or papers 
which contained their heretical teachines which might be 
found were to be burned. 

Phe arrival of these two women caused such consternation 
amons the authorities that ® speciel meetine of the Council 


wos called to consider wht should be done. At this meeting 


we 
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held July 11,1656, orders were’ passed whichht was believed 
inonta protect the colony from the presence of the two Quaker- 
eases, who were declared to hold "danserous heretical and 


pusephsmous opinions". 





| The burnines of the books and papers of the the two mission- 
Lr ted then took place, the public han:man peine charsed with 
their destruction. 
The two women were then brourht upon shore, and committed 
‘to the Boston jail. (The antiquarian may be interested in 
knowing that the b1a jail was on whet is now Court street, 
and occupied the site upon which the present annex to the 
Boston City Hell now stands). Extraordinary precautions 
were taken to prevent the prisoners from holding conversation 
With any person. So danperous did these two peaceful women 
soem to#the Governor and Council that the windows of the jail

| After five weeks of imprisonment, during which revolting 
‘treatment was civen them, they were panished from the Co!ony 
and they were forced to return to the Barbedoes in the ship 
in which they came. 

| No doubt the Governor ae his honoreble members of the 
couneil breathed a sigh of vatet, either tonether or seper- 
ately, chen the ship wasthull down in Messachusetts Bay, but 
any comfortwhich the ejection of the two women may heve af- 
‘forded was soon to end. In June,1656, but a few days efter 
the departure of the dangerous women, eight Friends arrived 

et Boston from London. They too were t+poated with unrelenting 
severity. They were banished and sent back to England. 


The effect of these events was not what was desired by 


the Cenevel Court. Mhe citizens of Boston and the surrounding

towns mTo stirred by the unnecessary harshness with which the 
GQuekers were treated. One of the inhebitenta, posseasing 
more courace ani compassiom than the others, ventured to 
prot st to the Court, publicly yet “in love and tenderness? 
This mon, those cenae of es and Christian conduct 
wes go outrared, was veto Upehn ll, of Dorchester, oi 
whom we sahil hear further in connection with Relph Allen vr. 
Becsuse of his temerity he was arrested, tried, fined ~ £0, 
aud banished from the colony. 

Winter was approaching, but Upshell, who was an aved man, 
"ceakly, cnd with acercely a tooth in his hoaa", was stripped 
of whet wae ao congiderable aum et thet time, and, leaving 
an ered wife behind, wae sent out of the eolony. Ye wont 
to Sandwich, where his own fine sense of whut Christianity 
oveht to be, found an instant response in the hospitality 
given him by Ralph Allen Sr.and others. 

che General Court at Plymouth had been approached 
by th authorities ot Boston, who soucht en understandinz 
end eoncert of action concerning the detested Quekers. 
Plymouth, in response, fearing the juakere might also bée- 
eome dancarcns to then, pagsed an order which mo ae it un- 


lawful to entertain  uekers. 


This lew,by which it was hoped the (nakers would be denied 


asylum in the colony, wes ‘pasged in 165%. It is given 
in its entirety in the Plymouth Records, Vo}. al, paves

Bie ae Quaker ceme within a township and was seen by en 
jnhebitant it became the duty of the latter to acquaint 
the constable or his assistant. The constable was to do 
his utmost to apprehend the person suspected of being & 
oueker, and command him to depart from the town and gov~ 
ernment. lf thore be any delay the consteble was to hale 
the intruder before the magistrate or selectmon, who should 
cause the offender tdbe whipped or pay a fine of ¥ 5, and 
be conveyed out of the township. No one waa to be allowed 
to meet wkth the Quaker while he wes in custody. 

The law went farther than the steps outlined, and pro- 
vided "that no publick meeting be from thenceforth set up 
but such ag the Court shell approve of". 

In directs disobedience of the orders of the Court as 
outlined in the law, Ralph Allen Sr. and other citizens of 
Sandwich continued to give sanctuery to Upshall, and he re- 
mained with them until he could be taken to Rhode Island, 
where the moro liberal minded inhabitents received him. 

; The influence upon Ralph Allen Sr. was the opposite 

of whet the Court desired, and, in sympathy with the teschtngs 
of the Friends as conveyed to him by Upshall, he refueed 

to take the judicial oath when he was commanded to serve 

on the "Grand Enaquest", on June 34,1657. It should be 
remembered thet the first proceedine by the Plymouth 

Court against the inhabitants who had entertained Quakers 


and had permitted meetines to be hold in their houses,

As this testimony of Bishop was contemporaneous it is

be told later, This much, in passing, efter which we can arain 
refer to the invasion of Sandwich by the Quakers. 

: It was but a few dgys after Ralph Allen sr. refused to take 
the oath as a juryman, as has been recited in the quaint lanzuare 
fof the critic Bishop, that John Copeland and Christopher Holder 
landed on the Massachusetts coastpn June 20,1657, and proceeded to 
Sandwich. They were two of the eight Quakers who had been benishea 
by the Colony of Massachusetts Bay just a year before, and had been 
sent back to London. They were again impelled to visit the inhkhos- 
‘pitible territory from which they hed been so reeently expelled,

but instead of going to Boston they entered the Colony of Plymouth.

There were six 
brothers and sistors of Ralph who joined the Friends. ‘he father 
had laid down his head in peace before Friends hadvisitéd these parts. 
‘His children had resided in Sandwich upwards of 20 years, and were

| It is evident that Bowden, depending upon information fur- 
nighed him by others, did not understand, when he wrote the fore- 
going, that there were two Ralph Allens. 

_ Bowden states that Ralph Allen Sr. end William Newland were, 
after their conviction, kept close prisoners, probably in the first 
jail in Plymouth, built on Burial Hill, end receiving the full 
blests of a wintry wind blowing ecross Massachusetts Bay, like 
an added punishment which might have been sent by the exasperated 
authorities of the colony to the north and west. Uere, if thet 
were the place of their confinement, Bowden says they were fed on 
breed and water, the customary fare of malefactors. He also re- 
lates that when half of their imprisonment had passed, the authori- 
tbs offer\ed them their liberties if they would enrare not to reveive 
not to listen to the «jnakers. One can imavine thet Ralph's answer 
to this proposel was an immediate and unequivocal refusal, Their 
confinement continued until the expiration of their sentences, and 
they were released Varch 2,1657-8, 

: In three months they were arein to feel the displeasure of the 


Court party at ilymouth, put »y that time there had been many addi- 
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herd 


tions to their number. Yreeman, the historian of Cape Cod, wrote 
that by 1658 eighteen families in Sandwich recorded thoir names in 
one of the documents of the Priend's Society, and Rouse, the Quaker 
missionary who visited New Kkneland, wrote to Fneland thet year that 
"we have two strong places in this land; one at Newport and the other 
at Sandwich." 

On June £,1657, Relph Allen Sr. refused to serve on the erand 
jury, knowing that the drawing of his name was an ettempt by the 
Court to put him in a false position, 2001974 

on June 1,1657 the Court decided to proceed enereetically 
acainst the .uakers of Sendwich, for it was seen thet the m-asures 
already taken had not diminished their number, but the rather had 


caused them to grow, Pifteen persons were summoned to the Court 


at Plymouth, amonez them being Relph Allen,Senir, as the record 


states, give reason for their refusine to take the oath of fi- 
delitie to this soumant end vnto the stote of Kneland, which 
arain being tendered to them in oppen Court, they refused, ssyine 
ee held it unlawfull to take any oathat all." 

_ While the colonial authorities were tryine to force these 
good citigsens of Sandwich to bend their religious beliefs to the 
pattern made in Plymouth, the town affairs went on smoothly. In 
the year 1658 a committee was appointed to ley out end order 
the bounds of the land of every inhabitant, so that the lends 
could be recorded. In the work of this committee the lands of 
Ralph Allen were delimited. 

50 closely united were the church and state in Plymouth, 
thet membership in the church was requisite to righta of citizenship 
in the colony, and no person could be admitted to be a citizen va- 


less his religious opinions were approve: by the Court. Into this 


‘monopoly of matters material and spiritual it will be seen the 
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Quakers had no share. Not only had they refused to sttend the 
authorized services on the Lord's Day, but they had intensified 
Heir separation by uniting themselves with hated herétics and 
outlased persons. Therefore their rights of citizenship were 
decried by the Court to have been forfeited and they were not 
permitted to take part in town affairs nor vote at the town meet=- 


ing, the dearest privilege which people coming into a strange country 


- gould establish for their protection. The disfranchised people 


of pandwich did not readily nor without effort relinquish their 
previously enjoyed rights. They united in a petition to the 
Court asking for redress. Under date of October 2,1658, this 
entry apvears in the polontel records:- 

| "Whereas, the Gour. Mr. Tho Prence, with some of the other 
masistrates, were appointed and with full power authorized, by 
thes Court held at Plymouth in June, to make enquirey into and redress 
of sundry sreiuances lying upon sundry the ancient inhabitants of 
Sendwich, expresst in a petition for that end vnto the Court, vnder 
the hands of sundry of them, the inhabitents being assembled tozeth- 
er ex on the twenty seunth of August,1658, and the matter being 
inquired into by the Gour with the rest as aforesaid, and finding 
sundry of the inhebitants assuming, t0 actewherein they have noe 
right goe to doe by reason of their non-legal admittance as inhab- 
itants according to order bearing date the third of October,1639, 
viz Ralph Allin, Senr," and eight others, "have therefore ordored, 


thet those men aforesaid, and every of them, shall thenceforth heve 


“noe power to acte in any town meeting till better eudience appeer 


of their legal admittence, or to claim title or interest in any 
towne priuliidged as townsmen, according to the Court orders afor- 
said." 


The rights so completely taken away were not egzain restored 
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until seventeen years later. 
| Nor did the Court neglect the opportunity of requiring the 
session 


taking of an oath, for at the same seetea of the Court Ralph Allen, 





Sr., John Allen, William Allin and Mathew Allin were each fined 

five pounds "to the colonies use” for refusing to take the oath 

of fidelity. The next year at the June term of Court Ralph Allen, 
bert, William, Joseph end Matthew Allen, again refused to take the oath, 
and "for ‘remaining obstinate" were fined according to order. When 
eK Court met again the next October Ralph, Sr., William, Matthew, 
Georre and Joseph Allen were each fined five pounds for still re- 
fusing to take the oath, 

It was at the October,6,1659, session thet the Court following 
the example set them by the authorities at Boston awl endeavored to 
Nga out the belief which caused them so much ennoyance by suppress- 
ing its literature. This is the form of the action?- 

"Porasmgch ag this Court findeth that our people of Sandwich, 
called Quakers, have had by them meny papers and writings that are 
both falce, scandalous, and pvisious ( perversive ? ) to the gou- 
ment: - 

| "These are therefore in the name of the state of England, to 
require Georg Barlow, marshall of Sandwich, to take with him e man 
or two, and to repair to the house of Wiliiem Newland and Ralph Allen, 
of Sandwich, and Nicolas Dauis of Barnstable, to make serch in any 
pte of their houses, or in any of the chists or trunkes of the abou- 
seid,‘ or elsewhere, for any such papers or writinges, and to returne 
aan ag they shell goe find, either to the Court, the gour, or some 
of the Assistants." 

The Court kept up the attempt to force the iuakers to take the 
oath of fidelity, anda the terms of Court held March 7,1659-60, 


June 15,1560-and October 2,1660, Ralph Allen or. refused to take 
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the oath, and at the last mentioned Court he was convicted. 


An interesting entry in the Record conveys much more information 









than shows on the surface. On Marofi 5,1660-61, the Court ordered 

the notorious George Barlow, of unlovely memory, to return to Ralph 
| 

{Allen "a shirte and some other smale linnine, which hee tooke from 


him in the psuite of Wenlocke." 
| This last quoted order of the Court refers to a (uaker named 


Christison, or Christenson, who had been banished fgom the Massachusetts 
Bay colony, had been forbidden ever to return under penalty of 
death, His presence was no more welcome in Plymouth Colony thet 
in Boston, and the scoundr@l George Barlow, marshal at Sandwich, 
had attempted to arrest Chniatensou at Ralph Allen's house, and 
had taken some of Ralph's clothing when gearching the premises. 
| Even so severe judges of the religious beliefs of Ralph Allen,or., 
| as the Plymouth authorities had been, were so just that the detested 
| Barlow had to return the property he had wrongfully teken. 
| : Christison was not allowed to remain in Sandwich, and, beings 
andre of the execution on Boston Common of men and women because 
they were guilty of no crime save that of beings {uakers, decided 
| to disobey the sentence of banishment and return to Boston. Tle 
4 accompanied by Ralph Allen,Sr., William Allen and Richard 
Kirby. Christison reached Boston at the close of the trial of 
William Leddra, & wuaker, and burst into the court room just as 
| the sentence of death was being pronounced upon the intrepid religionis 
Leddra. Having violated the terms of his banishment Christison was 
eames. tried, convicted, condemned to death and imprisoned until 
the sentence should have been carried out. lis companions who had ; 
cheered him on his wey from Sandwich, Ralph and William Allen and their 


neighbor Richerd Kirby, were arrested and because they were quakers 


were confined in the Boston jail. This jail stood upon the site 
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of the present annex to the Boston City Hall, on Court Street. 

| The Government of the Commonwealth fell in Englend and 
: Charles II was restored to the throne in 1660. The probability 
that the monarch would not view the extreme measures taken against 
the Quakers in Boston quite so leniently as a Puritan government 
wonkd,, together with the opposition which their eruel and unchrist- 
_ian acts had aroused among the liberty loving peopleof New England, 
as the Court at Boston to release Christison upon receiving a 
promise that he would leave the Commonwealth, althouzh he did not 
promise to remain away. He was set free June 12,1661, one day 
preceding the day which had been set for his execution. His three 


_ loyal and courageous friends, Ralph Allen Sr., Williem Allen and 


Richard Kirby were released at the same time. 


| The General Court of Massachusetts Bay Colony had, in 1660, 
revived an old law of 1631 end made it applicable to Quakers, but 
the action of Charles if revoked their action, and forbad further 
proceedings against#them. The King's order was secured by Edwin 
Burroughs, after a personal interview, and read; "That if there 
were any of those people called Quakers amongst them, now already 
condemned to suffer death or other corporeal punishment, or that 
were imprisoned and obnoxious to the like condemnation, they 
were to forbear to proceed any further therein." 
| Samuel Shattuck, a Quaker, of Salen, then in England under a 
sentence of Banishment from the Colony, brought the order in 
person, and pres«nte’d himself at the Governor's door. Governor 
Endicott, after due consideration, replied that "he should obey 
His Majesty's commond." 
This was in November,1661, and the same month the General 
Court declared the laws against Quakers suspended. 


At last the patient endurance of Ralph Allen Sr., and his

: After the sufferings of Ralph Allen,Sr., we should like to 
know more of his life end the circumstances and time when he de- 
parted. The torn pace in the lost Bible which belonged to Jed- 
ediah Allen contains , or conteined,rather, the only record which 
if have been able to trace. I have assumed in treating of the 
lost Bible, thut Ralph Allen Sr., may have died before his son's 
motherinlaw, and the date of her death is known approximately if 
nod actually. She died in 1663,.and it is possible thet Ralph 
Allen,Sr., worn out by the persecutions which the authorities 
carried out azainst him, may have passed awey before that. Nor 
are there any records as to the fate of his wife Esther. If they 
died in Sandwich they may be buried in unmerked craves in the ia tie 
plot of land which adjoined the house of Villiam Allen, now surrounded 
by a substantial stone and iron fence, but containing no stones.

A@ the time his father was undergoing the terrible persecutions 
of] the colonial authorities, Jedediah was passing throngh his elev- 
BAERS ewelrth and thirteenth years, and there is no doubt that the 
stirring scenes he saw, and the conversa#ions he heard, made a deap 
impression upon him, That they moulded his character there is no 
question, Probably it is safe to assume they formed the most 
important influence upon a character which, in later years, is seen 
to have been strong and inflexible, with e deep trend to the spir- 
itual effairs of life. 


The differences which led the Alleng of Sandwich to decline 
to attend the church services as early ag 1651 undoubtedly pre- 
vented any church influence, even of a simple kind, from affect- 
ing young Jedediah during the first five years of his life. But 
even thouch the parents did not attend church services it may be 
sefely assumed thet the atmosphere of the home was deeply spirit- 
ual. During the second half decade of his life he must have 


conscious of the attempts beine made by the colonial authorities 


to compel his parents to attend the established church, end became 


aware thet his father and mother did not think of the matters of

the spirit as others did. The effect of this upon the young 
child's mindjroula undoubtedly instil a certsin sense of independence

When Jedediah wes entering his teens his fathhr was passing through 


hin, and it may well be seen that when the boy reached an age when 
he began to think for himself, he was ready to embrace the teachings 
of the Friends without reserve. Subsequent events show how loyal 
he was to thoge teachings, and whet a prominent part he played in the 
development of the society, not only in fandwich, but in New Jersey, 
into which state he removed when it was a young colony, governed di~ 
rectly by the King through a personally appointed Governor. 
| In the records of the town of Sandwich the first reference to 
Jedediah seems to be in a report of the ownership of land, In 
1658 the town meeting appointed a committee to lay out the bounds 
of all the lands of the inhabitants of Sendwich, in order that a 
copy might be waneeded with the Court in Plymouth. In the report 
of this committee ( which I have not seen ) Jedediah is said to be men- 
tioned as the owner of five tracts of land in the Spring Hill digtrict, 
aibh a house on the gartuay that leads to Barnstable. 

| The Sprink Hill section ig located about three miles eastward of the 
village of Sandwich, and so far as one can now judge, the Allens all 
lived in that portion of the town. There the Quaker church was built 


and there its successor stands today. There the burial plot of the 


Quakers was located, es presented by William Allen, adjoining his 
house, and there, in peaceful quiet, with nothing to mark their graves 
the remains of those who were buried still lie, protected by a sub- 
stantial fence, but scarcely known to be the cemetery of the early 


Quakers by the present inhabitants of the town. 


As Jedediah was but twehve years old in 1658 when this comnittee 
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was appointed, it may seem strange that he should be listed as the 
Ate: of so much lend.

| It may be well in considering the history of this young family, 
to remember that the erandmoth® lived to take care of them until 
Jedediah was seventeen, and, ispaattion to this it should be borne 
tm mind that the Quakers took care of the children of their mem- 
Loe who needed care, by putting them into other Quaker families 
where they received the same upbringing as was accorded to child- 
dren of the family, and where they were under the watchful eyes of 


the members of the monthly meeting.

CHAPTER ELEVEN. 
The Marriage of Jedediah Allen. 
Jedediah Allen married Elizabeth Howland, of Duxbuty, probably 


in 1668. She was the daughter of Henry Howland and his wife 





Mary Newland. ‘he wife Mary died June 17,1674. Henry Howland's 
will was dated November 28,1670 ana was proved March 8,1671. 


| 


| Henry Howland was a brother of Arthur and John Howland, the 
latter being a Mayflower pilgrim. It hes been said by a writer 
in The Boston Transcript's senesalogical department that the three | 
brothers were in Scrooby, Enzlen#, in 1608, removed to Leyden, 
where they remained until mirratinge to New Hngland. There is pub=- 
lished a Howland Genealosy to which reference may be made. In 
the Transcript amother writer states that the brother Humphrey 
of London, who left property to his three New Kagland brothers 
uy his will dated May 28,1646, was a brother and not the father, 
as has been stated. Henry Howland was the son (says this writer) 
of John Howland and Agnes Greenway of Wenton; thatfseveral of the 
dons of John and Agnes rose to prominence, among them being Rev. 
Richard Howland, bishop of Peterborough, who preached the funeral 
sermon of Mary, wueen of Scots. A brother of John was alderman 
of London, The father of tihis John was John Howland, of Newport 
Pond, Essex, England, whose will was proved April 12,1550. 

Mary Newland, who married Henry Howlend, was probebly the sister 
of William Newland, who suffered with Ralph Allen,sr., for his be- 


lief as a Quaker. 


Henry Howland diedl-,17-1671. His will was donee November 28, 
1670? and contains mention, among other children, of Elizabeth,’ 
to whom he bequeathed one cow. The mother Mary Howland,died 
6-17-1674, her will being dated May 8,1674, and witnessed by 
Ralph Allen. If we are correct in our presumption that Ralph 


Allen,Sr., passed away about 1658, this will must have been 
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witnessed by Ralph Allen, the son of George Allen, In the will 
she mentions her daughter Hlizabeth Allen, to whom she gave one 


shilling.

Jedediah Allen's life in Sandwich, 


The records of the life Which Jedediah Allen led in Sandwich 


| @ré meager, the fact that he was a Quaker prevented him from 
| becoming engaged in the activities of the town. The opportuni- 


_ties for that service naturally went to those who were in the 


favor of the colonial and church authorities, He is frequently 


mentioned in the records of the Priendg' Monthly Meeting, but 


no record of these was kept until L672, the first entry being 


_of the date of April 25 of that year. That he was a discreet

At a meeting of the Friends hela 13-7-1672, Jedediah Allen 

and John Newland were ordered to get & book and take account 

of births of Friends' children and of Priends' marriages, and of 


their deaths from yeor to yeer, and to bring it to the next 


Meeting so it could be recorded, This record, with other reesords 


Of the Sandwich Monthly Meeting, both of the men and later of 


‘the women, are preserved in a fire proof vault at the Moses Brown 


‘School in Providence,R.I. the entries in this book of vital 
statistics are interesting and suggestive. The first entries 
made are those of the births of Jedediah's own children, and 


the queint chirography is probably thet of Jededish himself. 


When the Monthly Meeting learned of a case deserving help 


- from other members of the society, it was customary to vive 


aid in the form of a cow, and on 4-8-1672, at the Meetine held 
on thet day a cow was given to Joseph Howland, Subseriptions 
were taken from the men present toward the cost of s cow, Which 


at that time was about fifty Shillines, Toward the cost of 
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the cow given to Joseph Howland Jedediah Allen gave six shillings, 


‘among other subscribers were William Allen, six shillings endhis 
brother Ralph Allen, nine shillings. 


It has heretofore been mentioned that the towns of Sandwich 





aad Newport, were the most important in the Quaker movement in 
New England. There was therefore much visiting between the 
‘Quakers of these two communities who attended the Quarterly 

ond Monthly Meetines, or who visited soodniae among the like 
minded people of the two towns, At the Meeting held 7-1-1673 
Jedediah Allen and Caleb Allen were requested to mend the bad 
places in the roads to Rhode Island, 

| At the same meeting Jedediah Allen wag authorized to pay John 
Ming las five shillings "for copying G. ff queries" and a copy 

of a letter, The first item was on secount of a copy of the 
questions which George Fox, the Pounder, sent to the Societies 

of Priends, seeking information concerning their ectivities, their 
orcanization, the keeping of their records, ete. ‘he letter may 

have been that of the Annuel Meeting in London, from whence it 

was the custom each year to issue a letter to alllgthe churches. 

When the Meeting convemed 3-8-1673 Jedediah Allen agreed to 

mark out the way between Herring River and the high Wigwam river 

and Ralph Allen agreed to mend the way at Muddy River and at Mattepoi- 
sett. 


By 1674 the society had srown so that it wag necessary to en- 


laree the meeting house at Sandwich, snd Jedediah, Relph and William 


Allen were appointed a committee to see ity was done. 


There were frequent protests by the Friends to the Plymouth 
authorities, and at the Meeting of Friends held 1-11-1674, Ralph 
Allen and William Howland were annointed to go to Plymouth and see 


the Governor sad inform of what words passed between those who were 
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51 Oe4 
recorded as non-townsmen, ( the Quakers from whom had been taken 
the privileges of citizens ) and the rest of the men of the town. 


Towards the expenses of these delevates Jedediah contributed one 





Shilling. - 
At the town meeting at Sandwich on Iebruary 23,1675, it was voted 


to record the names of all those who could make it appear that 


| they had a just right to the privileges of the town, Thus it was 


that the rights of citizenship were restored to Jedediah Allen, 

whose nane appears in the list, together with the names of other 
Quakers who for seventeen years had been without representation 

in the town's affairs. 

“When the Meeting met 4-3-1677 Jedediah Allen and Hananiah Gaunt 
promised to mend the way between Sendwich and Cushnot, the modern 
spelling being Acushnet. 
fhe Meeting held 7-7-1677 placed upon the shoulders of Jedediah 





the task of providing horses for the visiting Quakers who desired 
to travel farther, and this was to be done at the eeneral expense. 


| It would be too much to expect, probably, that all domestic 


experiencas should be happy, even amonz so food a people as the 
Quakers. An instance of a family jar is recorded in the minutes 
of 5-5-1678, when differences were reported between William Allen 
and his wife Priscilla. A committea was appointed to end these 
differences, and Jedediah Allen was a member of the Committee. The 
committee did diplomatic work and at the meeting held 7-4-2678 
Eriscilla acknowledked herself to be in the wrong, 

When the General Meeting of Friends was held in Sandwich 22-1-1678- 
9, @ paper was read froufhe Rhode Island Meeting of Friends, con- 
demning George Dawson and his wife. To this a number of Guakers, 
including Jedediah Allen, subscribed their names. 


As @ result of the restoration of civil rights to the Quakers it 
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was possible for them to assume responsibilities in carrying on 


the town's effairs, end at a town meeting held April 6,1676 the 
town decided to make a series of improvements on two necks of land 
one lying northwesterly of the town called Town Neck, the other 
yhe north of whet ig now called Kast Sandwich called Scorton 
Heck. A eommittee was appointed from the easterly end of the 
town to decide whet should he Gone st Town Neck during the ten 
years next ensuing, and Jedediah Allen was of that committee. 
This mey have been the original River and Harbor Committees of 
the United States. 
| Some differences having arisen between Jedediah Allen and 
John Joning ( as the records have it; possible Jenninvs ) over 
fencing gome land, and these differences having been taken be- 
fore the Men's Meeting of Friends, Joning was reported as not 
being willing to any determination for more than one year, and 
at a later meeting this was not considered satisfactory by Jed- 
edieh, and more will be heard ole tants 

The foregoing meeting was on 7-12-1678, and at the same meet- 
ing Jedediah was appointed to be helpful in ending 6 difference 
between William Allen and Shubael Joone. 
when the Men's Meeting of 7-1-1679 was held the members consid-~ 
ered the state of Francis Allen concerning Truth. It is difficult 
for those who are not skilled in the termiuology of the society 


of Friends at that time, to dete:mine precisely may be meant by 


certain statements which are found in their records. It may be 


supposed thet Francis Alien ( who was a son of Georze Allen, the 
head of the house who settled Sandwich in 1637, and therefore a 
brother of Williem Allen) had allowed his practice of the teaching 
of the Quakers to lose its influencé in his daily behavior, and it 


was thought desireable to bring him back to 4 better understanding 
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| 53 
of his duty. The record then reads “and William Allen and VJededisoh 
Allen, having a sorrow in their house to speak to Francis, were de- 
sired by Friends to do so," The moaninz of this 1s not quite clear, 
put it may be supposed that William, the brother, and Jededieh, pos- 
gibly a cousin, were grieved over the conduct of their relative. 


Before the Men's Meeting on 4-2-1679, Jedediahs' difference with 





John Jennings over the fencing of some land came up asain. Jedediah 


declared he was dissatisfied with John Jenning's unwillineness to 
settle their difference for more than one year, and desired that 
further consideretion should be given, considering that it savour- 
ed of that spirit which is not willing to submit to the order of 
the gospel in committing the ending of differences to the brethren. 
| On 7-9-1679 William Allen and Jedediah Allen were appointed to 
have the “orderine and oversight" of the work of finishing the 
ribet house. At the same meeting William and Jedediah were appoint- 
ed to find out of John Easton and Dorcas Perry if they were clear of 
arly other arrancement which would interfere with their proposed mar- 
riage. 
| fhe Meeting of 6-12-1679 appointed Jedediah to see Lydia Hambleton 
eon iri her condition. 

Robert Gifford and Serah Wing had announced their intentions of 
re fe cer: and the meeting of 5-1-1680 ordered Jedediah to see them 
end inquire as to "clearance," 

When the Meeting of 2-2-1680 was held Jedediah reported a differ- 
ence between him end Israel Geunt, and asked for Friends to end it. 

It was evidently the desire of the Quakers to stand well in the 
estimation of theiv feliow townsmen, and not to be considered as neg- 
ligent of their duties to their brethren. The Meeting of 7-3-1680 


appointed Jedediah end William Allen to clear the Friends of res- 


ponsibility for Thomas Johnson comine to the town. This was, we 
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assume , because Johnson had become a charre upon the town, and the 
fs 


s 


akers did not think they were at fault in not doing all they ought 
to relieve his condition. 

| On 1-7-1630 Isreal Gaunt told the Meeting he would not accept the 
settlement of the difference between him and Jedediah Allen by Rriends, 
and Ralph and Jedediah were appointed to do what was necessary about 

Thomas Johnson. It will be noted the references to Ralph Allen in 
the minutes of the Men's Meeting do not call him Sr. nor Jr., but 
imply there was but one, and as Ralph Allen, the son of Georre was 
living at the times these references are mode, it is proof that 
Ralph Allen,Sr., the father of Jededieh must have passed away, Tad 
he been living in Ssndwich he surely would have been prominent in 
the Meeting. 

| The Meeting held 1-8-1680 appointed six friends to settle the 
difference between Israel Gaunt and Jededivzh Allen. From the size 
of the committee we may assume thet the difference was of s serious 
rind. | 

On 4-1-1681 Jedediah Allen was aprointe don a comnittee to arrange 
the sale of Robert Harpar's house to William Allen, 

| The records of 3-4-1681 contain a long address to the General 
Court protesting arainst reportsj#hich had been made about the Friends, 
and a laree number of the Friends signed it. 

The orderly behavior of Friends in their meetings is a matter of 
common knowledve. ‘The silent meetings were usual. Therefore when 
" Silent communion with the Deity was broken by irreverant people 
it was a subject of grave concern. Some of the youne people did 
not share the respect for the meatine which was held by their eld ers 
and there were gome disturbances in the meestings. 1-5-1681 & meet- 


ing considered the matter, and Jedediah was of the committee which 


had spoken to youns Danieh Wing. The committee reported that Daniel 
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55 eK 
saw no evil in speakink in meeting, nor in going out. Thus the 
youth are ever scandalizing the more conservative opinions of the 
ared. At the same meeting Jedediah and William ‘llen were asked 
to learn from Frencis Allen why he did not attend meeting. At the 
next meeting, they reported that Francis' answer was thet he was 
fwenk in body but in unity of mind with Friends," 


| @homas Johnson did not succeed in mending his condition, and

at the Meeting 2-7-1681 a contribution was taken to aid him, end 
Jedediah Allen gave ten shillings. At the same meeting Jedediah 


reported a difference with Feter Gaunt, and one wonders if this 


was an outsrowth of the difficulty he as having with Israel Ceunt. 


By the next year the Israel Caunt matter came to a head, and 
the society of Friends withdrew fellowship from him "because of his 
wrong spirit and practice in refusing to settle his differences with 
Jededaah Allen. This action was ratified at the Men's and the 
Women's Meetings on 1-7-1682., The record was signed by the members 
of the Meetings. Among the signers were George Allen end Hannah, 
his wife, Jedediah Allen and Elizabeth Allen,bis wife, Francis Allen 
and Mary, his wife, William Allen and Friscilla, his wife, and Ralph 
Allen. Nowhere in the records of Seniwich do we find the neme of th: 
wife of Ralph Allen the son of George, in the list that signed this 
declaration there ig a womon signer who is not accounted for unless 
ghe be the wife of Ralph. Susanneh Allen sisned the withdrawal of 
fellowship, and I am pursuaded she was the wife of Ralph., aad later 
another Similar inference will be spoken of, 

On 1-10-1682 William Allen and Jedediah Allen were two of a commnit- 
tee of four Friends to speak to Peter Gaunt about the conduct of his 
son Israel.

| Under the date 5-4-1685 appears the last reference to Jedediah 
Allen in the Sandwich Men's Meeps Probably he hed already 
removed to New Jersey, and had returned to Sandwich on business 
and attended this meeting, The record states:-

| These frasmentary minutes, referring, for the most part, to 


insignificant affairs of simple lives, may seem to the casual 





reader to possess too little interest to warrant transcribims. 
Perhaps there may be no casual reader, If not, then no apol- 
pee wii be necessary. should there be one, however, he will 
note upon reflection that 8 brief though trivial record of one's 
ancestors, living two hundred and seventy seven years ego, is 
ert preserving. In addition to the personal interest in 
these notes which ghould be felt by the descendants of the peo- 
ple whose goings in and coming outs are here chronicled, there 
may be an interesting sidelight thrown upon the lives of the 
early colonists, who cleared that we might sow, who suffered 
that we might enjoy a sresater devsree of liberty than did they, 
and without whose existence there could heve been no life for 


us who have lived in richer and fuller times.

CHAPTER THIRTEEN. 
Jedediah Allen removes to New Jersey, 
The removal of Jedediah Allen to New Jersey was an importent 
event in his life. In Sandwich he was not prominent in the town's 


affairs, as his name is seldom mentioned. Put in New Jersey he 





Hrowad himself to be the péssessorc of talents which immediately called 
him into public life. 
| The exact date of his removal to sect h County is not record- 
ed, but it seems that he may have been exjinhabitont before he pur- 
shased land. 

With method which wes edmirable he made a return to the authority,- 
a "List of Names of Jedediah Allen's of Neversink's family formerly 
imported." "hig list appears on page 70 of volume “it of New Jer- 
sey Archives, and the record iteelf is on folio 2356 of Vew Jersey 
Deeds, Liber A, in the office of the Secretary of State in Trent- 
on. At a later date he made enother return, 2 little more com- 
plete in detail.

: Charies the Second gave his brother James, the Duke of York, 
the territory containing New Jersey, on March 12,1663-4, and it 
mae taken from the Dutch, the possession of it by the Enelish 
being confirmed by the treety of Breda in 1667. 

James transferred New Jersey to Lord John Berkeley and Sir 
George Carteret on June 25 and 24,1664. On February 10,1604-5, 
the new lords froprietors signed an instrument giving "The Con- 
cessions and Agreements of the Lords Proprietors of New Jersey." 

A representative government was created and liberty of con- 
alae accorded. 

Philip Carteret, the brother of Sir Georze, was made Governor. 
Upon his arrival in New York july 29,1664, he learned that Cover- 
nor Nichols had, in ignorance of tihe charter to Berkeley and Car- 
teret, confirmed the purchase from the Indians by a party from 
Long Island, of a tract of lend which led to the settlement of 
Middleton and Shrewsbury. 

An election was hed, and the first assembly convened in 1668. 

| Tt was during this eventful period in the history of New Jer- 
sey, that Jededizh Allen, undoubtedly influenced by the fact that 
the inhabitants of the new colony had been rranted liberty of con-

supported, As the land was cheap and easily acquired in large 


tracts they were particularly troubled by the imposition of a 


tax on lend called the quit rent. Opposition against it was of 
an outspoken nature. Resistance even took the nature of force, 
To sit, as a justice in cases in which the imposition of the tax 
and its collection formed the cause for action, nonld be but dif- 
ficult for a man like Jedediah Allen, who not only had acquired 
ereat tracts of land himself, and was therefore hard hit by the 
Ley of the quit rent, but he was of the people who like him 
were most objectionably affected by the tax, It was an un- 
sepuiiar measure and the people would have none of it. Yet Jed- 
ediah was on the bench adjudging such cases, and undoubtedly 
endeavoring to have the law enforced, 

| It was in 1700 and 1701 that these cases were being tried, 
ne it must have been a trying time for Jedediah in more senses 
than one. 50 high did the feeling of the inhabitants run, 
that if is recorded thot a mob stormed the Court, seized the 
justices, the attorney general, the clerk of the Court and the 


Sheriff and held them as prisoners several days.

Twice, at least, Jededieh Allen served as a Deputy from Shrews- 





bury to the General Assembly. His work during the constructive 
period of building a new state in the sparsely settled country of 
New Jersey does not appear upon the Archives of the Colony. Prom 


what is known of him it can be safely said that he appreciated the 


needs of the people and endeavored to meet them. His first term 


was apperently in 1686. He was acain elected in 1692, here 
ba) tn pbhe Archives of New Jersey evidence that Jedediah Allen, if 
he aia not actually serve as a Deputy at a later date, was in full 
touch with the political affairs of the Colony. 

| Under the administration of Lord Cornbury the General Assembly 
refused to provide certain sums of money requested by him, and he 
aie ea his displeasure by dissolving the Assembly. Cornbury was 
a prandson of the illustrious Lord Chancellor Clarendon, but poss- 
essed none of the virtue of his ereat grandfather. His appointment 
as Governor was unfortunate, His edministration provoked detesta- 
tion and received abhorrance. His behavior was trifling, meen and 
extravecant. Ne was finally removed by the Yueen because of the 
complaints made by the subjects in New Jersey, 

Jedediah Allen boldly criticized Jord Cornbury, feeling that 

his conduct provoked sontempt and excited indignation, Acting 
upon Cornbury's orders, Attorney General Criffith went before the 
Grand Jury, sitting at Burlineton in May,1705, asking for two in- 
dictments erainst Allen. His reason was steted to be because he had 
been "uttering seditious words of and concerning Lord Cornbury." 
One indictment was asked because Allen said "that the Assembly could 
have done their busine: s well enough, but thet the Governor ddssolved 
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enough." The other indictment was sought because Allen was charged 
/with having said "that Colonel Morris was dismissed from being of

the Council by my Lord, but that it was more than my Lord had power 


to.jdo," 


| The Grand Jury refased to vote the indictments.% Thereupon, at 





the request of Cornbury, who gsmarted under the bold criticism of Allen, 

the Attorney General filed information against Allen, the charze being 

couched almost in the words of the requested indictments. Allen, bein: 
charged, pleaded not guilty. What became of the case later is not in 

the record,

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| Chapter Sixteen. 
Jedediah Allen's Visit to Nantucket. 





Lin the library of the Pennsylvania there ig a volume entitled 
"Che Making of Smith", written by © well imown geneBlogist, Mr. C.il. 
Hoppin, (Over. Gua ltord. smith, Do .e,0% Buffalo, N.Y. Mr. Smith's 
ancestry ran back into Jedediah Allen's family, and the volume contains 
much of interest to the Allens, Prom it, I take the liberty of quoting 
a chapter describing an activity of Jedediah's connected with his re- 
ligious life. It relates to a visit to the Island of wantucket made 
in 1702 by &@ representative body of Quakers, made up from a number of 
‘centers of Quaker organizations. In using this story in¢tullotuean 
doiny more than shoviing the part in it which was taken by our ancestor. 
The act played by him is typical of the parts which were played by 
all the .uaker Allens in their various communities. He stands as a 
type of all of them, His thoughts were theirs, His acts would 
be duplicated by then, )O in this story we have a cross section 
or the Quaker life of the time, and are better able to vizuaolize 
our Rees tars bu reading it, 

"On the Island of Nantucket the Society of Sriends, though made up 
of fan members in the early time, still exemplified the Quaker custom 
of care and foresight in the recording, for the pleasure and information 
of future ganerations, of such items of parsonal and social events as 
nere were of mompytt. Among such records,as are still extant, is a 
book in which are written the names of a1]1 the visiting friends, wheth- 
ser Bie tane or other public and prominemt advocates of the Society, 
and their companions, and even the chance visitors who came to the Island 
On private business or socially. This book records a11 such visitations 
from 1664 to 1847 and also give s the times of the visits, This list 
is entitled "Names of Ministers of the Society of Friends aad their 


cOmpanions who visited Nantucket, 1664-1847." In this record we find the 
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evidence of the visit to the Island in 1702 of a small party of

It should be here pointed out the Mr. Hoppin has not quite co- 
ordinated the dates of Jedediah's activities. He visited Nantuck- 
et ” 1702, while Lord Cornbury did not ask for an indictment against 
him until 1705. Nor have we seen thet it was cheracteristic of Jed- 
ediah to run away from opposition, But we may permit Mr. Hoppin to 
continue his story. 

"Connecticut soil, much nearer to New Jersey, would have better 
euved Jededish @s a temporary asylum. So we must needs seek anoth- 
er reason for that Nantucket journey, The secret of it lies in the 
names of the other members of the company; and that its cause was the 
cause of religion seems apparent. It was in 1700 that thet ardent 

| young evangelist of the English Friends, John Richardson, set out 


from London to bring cheer and stimuletion to the Friends in Americé. 
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Sailing on the 17th day of the 9th month, he arrived at Maryland, 


after stopping at the Barbadoes, on the fifth of the 8th month, 1701, 
| | 

| He travelled into Virginia, and there met with James Iiutes, whose 
name we have just seen is on the Nantucket visitors’ record. TO- 


gether they held various meetings, They travelled ebout to all

the’ settlements. Then entering Pennsylvania, they terried and being 


well received, carried on the religious campaign upon which they had 


now well determined. Ere long they visited ‘est Jorseyand and held 


meetings et the various Priends' meetiny houses, Crogsing the state 


eastward into llew York.

his sloop to Nantucket. The reason of this journey over the treach- 
erous shoals to the outlying island, and the experiences of these 
visitors there, is e11 finely told by John Rieherdson who has left 
an account of it.

| Henry Allen lived at Crosswicks,N.J., anid a description of the 
place will be of interest to some. {It is copied from the Allen- 
town Messeneer of October 12,1905. 

| "Crosswicks, the principal villace in Chesterfield township, 

the Indian name for which was Crasswicksyng, was first settled in 1681 


by 8 few members of the Society of Friends, with their families. It 





gprew to be a place of some importance, even in those early days, for 
in October 1716 the General Assembly met there when Robert Hunter 
wes Governor. 

"During the Revolution Crosswicks became ao place of historical 
note, aS the British, on their march through the Jerseys met with 
eblatance in thoir attempt to cross the bridge over the oreek, and a 
skirmish ensued between a protion of their forces and some American 
militia, in the course of which the old meeting house was struck 
by a cannon ball. 

| "This meeting house was built the year hefore and during the 
first year of the Revolution and wes just about finished when the tide 
of nar rolled this way. The old, time worn structure waw occupie: for 
a time by the American troops as a barracks. On Sunday the benches were 
arranced and worship oe held as usual, The peaceful souls who worship: 
ed there had several years of troublous times. The war spirit invaded 
the flock, and a number took up arma, in direct violation of the prin- 
ciples of the Society, and its Monthly liectines were burdened with re- 


ports thet some members had become identified with the war in various 
ways. ; 
"Committees were selected to visit end remonstrate with the erring 


ones, some of whom admitted their errors and returned, while others ct- 
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110a 4 
tenpted to justify their conduct, ond still others poldly admitted 
the echartes and asserted that they {intended to continue in the way 
that they had chosen. Some paid fines and hired men as substitutes, 
and the fines and sufferings of the Friends for their religious 
testimony arcainst war were considerable. <A number of members were 
disowned or read out of the society. 
| "Tt wes the iord of June, 1778, that. the hole in the well of 
the meeting house was made. Three cannon balls struck the house, 
tuo going through the roof and the third making the hole through 
the wall. Mergeret B. Hillis hag the ball that made this hole.

His schcols, held in all the nearby towns of the county, 


formed an importeny contribution to the culturah and social 


influences in their communities, During the winter seasons 
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@1g90, he held what were known as "musical conventions", which 
brought tosether the musicalmpeople of a number of adjoining 
communities, Those in gach community had bean traind in the 
compositions to he sung at a series of concerts at some cent- 
ral point. The various grouns were then brought tosether 
and tranned as a body, for a erent concort which was given at 
the close of the convention. At these concerts noted artists 
were brought from large cities. The value of such artistic 
influences to the young and country settlements of a con- 
peritively new state were considerable, 

In his musical work Mr, Allen was in correspondence with 
the best known American composers of that time. His wife 
being a talented singer, and his daughter an able musicien, 
vocal and instrumental, Mr. Allen frequently made up concert 
compenies which travelled throizhbdut the southern part of 
Michigan giving concerts which were a part of the artistic 
development of the times. He elss took the leadership of 
the music in the Congregational church of Grass Lake. 

In addition to his musical activities Mr. Allen was a : 
business man, tzavelling from New York to the western part of 
Michigan, On one of these trips, while at Allegan, Mich., 
he was seriously poisoned through the carelessness of a drug- 
gist. Whe effects of this were present for many years.

In 1858, when John Kermott Allen was four months eld. 
his parents removed from Chelsea to Grass Lake, Michigan, 
Here he weg educated in tae public schools. He united with 
the Congragational church Februery 11,1872, when 14 years 
old, end two years later was elected clerk of the church, 
and compiled the second manual of the congreration. He 
was an officer in the sunday school and sangfenor in the 
church choir. Like his parents and his sister, his musical 
ability was 6arly developed, and at the age of six he was 
frequently pleced upon concerts programmes at home and in 
other towns. Before he would have graduated from the high 
school he was employed by a newly established mercantile 
establishment in Lansing, Mich,, where he kept the books 
of a wholesale millinery store, He soon entered the employ- 
ment of a retail dry goods store, these two opportunities 
of acquiring 5 fundemental mowledee being of great use in 
after life. On October 9,1878 he entered the office of 
the Michigan State Board of Wealth, where he became chief 
clerk. It was in this employment he became a recoenized 
writer upon senifary engineering subjects, his contribu- 
tions to the prees being numerous, 


In Tansing his musical training was imnediately made 
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use of, He sang in various choirs, ineluding that of the 
Plymouth Congregational Churoh, to nhich he transfarrec his 
membership from the church in his. former home. He soon 
acaquired » home end his parents removed to Lansing to live 
with eins At one time he had the direction of the music 

in the Universalist chureh, his father cinging in the choir, 
as well es his wife. His sister played the orsan, 

He took an activo interest in social affairs, and upon 
the orgeniszation of the Knights of rythias wes elected 
Chancellor Commander, it being then said he waa the youngest 
man in Michicen to have filled thet position. 

Hig love of mugic also caused him, in company with 
others with kindred tetéses, to underwrite eminent musical 
artists and companies, thus bringing to the young oity 
many mutical events which woule not otherwise have gone 
there, 

Among the things which Mr. Allen remembers with pleas- 
ure was having e part in the first , or among the first, 
axperiments in long distance telephony. A local dentist 
had interested himself in the aubject of telephony, and in 
1877 ov 1878, as he remembers it, he sang by telephone 
over 2 Yestern Union telegraph wire from Lansing to De- 
troit, a distance of about eizhty miles. 

After his marriage Mr, Allen became convinced that the 
position in the civil service did not offer the opportun- 
ities vhieh he considered imrortent, and he resigned in 
Aveust, 1884, and yemoved to Chicago where he took up the 
editoriol work of The Sanitary News, the first sanitary

After a fea years! connection with The Sanitary News 
Mr. Allen resiened and became the editor of The American 
Storekseper, then an important publication issued in Chi- 
cago. Ina short time he bought that publication and an- 
other known as The American Advertiser, which he believes 
was the first publication in Bi: United States dealing with 
the subject of advertising. Within a few months he pur- 
chased a publication bearing the title of Domestic Engi- 
neering. The growth of the latter publication was so re- 
markable that Mr. Allen sold both his other newspaper prop- 
erties and devoted himself to Domestic Engineering alone, 
The publication was originally a monthly. Mr. Allen soon 
made a weekly of it, and for a time hed a daily edition, 
Covering the fields of sanitation, heating end lightine, 
it became the foremost paper of its field. He formed a 
corporation which carried on the property, to which he 
added a trade directory which for many years was the stand- 
ard reference book of the trades represented in the idea. 
Previous to the opening of the fanama Canal Mr. Allen bezan 
the publication of Ingenieria, an enginrreing paper in the 
Spanish language crtculating in the Latin American count- 
ries. 

During this period of Mr. Allen's journalistis activ- 
ity he was much interested in the welfare of the trade pub- 
lication field, becoming president of the Chicago trade 
publishers Association. In 1893, at the Chicago Exposition, 
he wes chairman of the National Congress of Trade Paper 


publishers,- the first meeting of the kind held in the Uni- 


ted States. 
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Upon going to Chicago in 1883, the year after their 
marriage, Mr. And Mrs. Allen transferred their membership 
from the Plymouth Congregational Church in Lansing, Mich., 
the the Leavitt Street Congregational Church, in which both 
were active for many years. Each held the offices which 
lay men end women could hold. Mr. Allen became a director 0 
of the Chicago Theological Seminary, & member of the City 
Missionary Society, and was activly interested in other re— 
ligious orcanizations, Mrs, Allen was much interested in 
the home and foreign missionary work of the Congregational 
church, serving in both local and state orgenizations as 
an important official. 

The musical activities of both Mr. Allen and Mrs. 

Allen were many. For many yeurs they were members of phe 
Chicago Madrigal Club, serving that excellent organization 
da offieers, Im club Life both were active. 

In 1904 Mr. and Mrs, Allen took letters Peon the 
Leavitt Congregational Church to the Fifth Church of Chriat, 
Sgientist, in Chicago, where they were also active official- 
lye 

In 1910 Mr. Allen disposed of his various business en- 
terprises, and in April of that yesr became the Chicafo 
manecer of théhristien Seience Monitor, a daily newspeper 
published in Boston. Jan. 1,1911 Hir. Allen became adver- 
tising monager of the paper and removed to Boston, taking 
sagraehognan Brookline. 

In Boston Mr. Alien took an active interest in devel- 
oping advertising and became a member of the Pilgrém tub- 
licity Association, later serving 6s director and vice- 


president. In 1914 he served as chairman of the program 
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committee of The Associated Advertising Clubs of the: World, 
and originated the Standards of Practice for the fifteen 
departments of advertising which were represented at the Tor- 
onto meetings of the organization. For this service, and later 
activities, he was awarded the dipjoms, of the Pilgrim Frublic- 
ity Association for the Ped Ch Service rendered the cauge of 
advertising, 
| At the out break of the World War Mr. allen resigned ag 
| advertising manseer of The Christian Science Monitor, end was 
requested by the Federal Reserve Bank to take charge of the pub-+ 
- licity connected with the sale of the Liberty Loan bonds. This 
work he carried through all five campaigns, as a member of 
| the executive committee ot The Liberty Loan Committee of New 
Kngland and chairman of the rublicity Committeea During 
the first year of the war Mr, Allen also care: for the public- 
ity of Several major campaigns , such as the Y.MeC.A., the 
two dampaiens to build camp libraries end to supply the books, 
the Navy Relief, ete. He was appointed a member of The Com- 
mittee of Safety of Massachusetts, and developed the general 
cultivation of gardens throuzhout the state, 

At the close of the Victory Loan Mr. Allen became connect- 
ed with the investment banking house of Lee, Higginson and Co., 
remainins with them in charge of publicity until the close of 

1920, He then bacame connected with the banking house of 

Wise, Hobbs and Arnold, where he remained until Peb. byphoeey 
when he returned to The Christian Science Monitor in charge 
of finencial advertising. 

During his residence in Illinois Mr. Allen became connect- 
ed with the Sons of Colonial Wars and the Sons of the American 


Revolution, transferring the latter membership to the Massa- 
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chusetts chapter, Mrs, Allen, likewise intersted in patri- 
otic societies, became a member of the Paul Revere Chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution, serving it as r 
resent for three years. She also belonged to the Colony of 
New Enzland Women, in which she served as an officer. At 
the orsanization of the Boston Womens City Club Mrs. Allen 
became interested, and was member of its executive committee 
for three yesrs and vice president of the Club. Mr. Allen 
became a member of the Boston City Club upon removing to Bos- 
ton, and has served on various committess in that organiza- 
tion, 

Mr, Allen joined the Columbian Lodge of Free and Accept- 
ed Masons of Boston, 

In Brookline Mr, Allen became interested in the non- 
partisan government of the township, and was elected a town 
meeting member for a number of years, He also served the 
town as a member of the Committee of Thirty and onn other im- 
portant committees connected with the development of the 
towne 

Rarly in his life Mr, Allen became interested in gene- 
alozical work. In 1882 he published a genealory ot tne Al- 
len family which gave the descendants of Gilbert Allen of 
Morristown, N.J., which was as farback as he conld go at that 
time. His interest inthe subject did not wane, and from 
notes sathered during a period covering forty-two years he has 
conaated this eccount of the descendants of Ralph Allen, and 
also a volummue of the descendants of George Allen of Sandwich. 
He has made fowr copies of these notes, placing one copy in 
the library of the lew Englend Historical and Cenealocical 


Society, of which he has been a member for many years, one 
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copy in the library of the New Jersey State Historical 
society, one copy in the Library of Congress at Washington, 
and one which he is keeping himself, 

ir, Allen also traced the genealogical line of the fam- 
ily of his mother, Nancy Bancroft, whose grandfather was 
Col. Daniel Rand, of Rindge, New. vhe original Byneroft 
immigrant was Thomas Bancroft, of Dedham,iMass.
